One Language Hereafter 


The engineering student beginning 
next year will have to have only two 
college years of one modern language 
In order to graduate. At present two 
years of both French and German la 
required. The entrance requirement 
next year will be satisfied by two high 
school years of a language, whloh 
must be taken for a year In college. 
If a different language Is taken In 
oollege, It must be taken tor two years. 
None of these changes effect students 
now registered tor courses. 

Chemical Engineering Course 

The new seventy-unit course lead- 
ing to the degree at bachelor of sci- 
ence in chemical engineering will con- 
sist of the following subjects, Dean 
Hodgkins has announced; 

Freshman year— Chemistry, 1, 2, 
five hours; English, 1 or 2, three 
hours; Mathematics, 9 or 19, three 
hours; French or German, three 
hours; Architecture, 2 (one-half of 
course), one hour; Mechanical Draw- 
ing. (part of Graphics 1 and 2), one 
hour; total, seventeen hours. 

Sophomore year — Chemistry, 3. 20. 
five hours; Mathematics, 20 or 21, 
three hours; Physics, 1, 2, live hours; 
Mechanical Bnglnering. 1, four hours; 
Mineralogy, two hours; total, nineteen 
hour©. 

Junior year— Chemistry, 21 (4) 23. 6, 
seven hours; Economics, 33, two 
hours; Applied Mathematics, 20. 22,

manner to be workable, there is little 
doubt that the Faculty .Committee 
will adopt resolutions of the Council 
making studeht elections the reg- 
ular maimer of selecting Council 
members. The faculty Is strongly 
In favor of as much student control 
of activities, with proper supervision, 
as Is possible. 

Medloal and Engineering tax sign- 
ers are voting for councilmen. The 
students of these two typical depart- 
ments by voting or not voting will de- 
cide on the merits of the election plan.
